Mann House is owned by a descendant of David Mann, original
owner of the farm land now serviced by Mann's Road. David Mann
was born in 1812 in Pennsylvania and settled in Washington County,
while owning this land in Allegany County. David Mann had twenty-
two children by two wives but T1éft his Allegany County land to the
children of his first wife. This frame house is two stories, four
bays wide and has the two front entrance facade common to rural
Allegany County.
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The Mann House is located east of Mann Road on Golden Road
near Bellegrove.

This building is a two story, four bays wide rectangular
structure. Wall construction is frame with german siding.
The building rests on a low foundation of random rubble stone
with a plain water table. The gable flank roof is covered
with corugated aluminum. Eaves consist of a cornice with
frieze. Wall features include cornerboards. Two chimneys
are made with cinderblocks.

Two entrances on the western facade are pedimented with
three panel and one Tight doors with original hardware. Two
over two Tight nailed windows are pedimented. Two frame additions,
one gabled with insulbrick, one with a shed roof and german
siding, are on the northern and eastern facades. Two bays
on the second floor west facade have been built out over the
porch. A shed roofed porch has capped, tapered square columns
on brick pedistles. Two engaged wooden posts are chamfered.
